‘The United States Consul-General at Cape Town reports to his 
Government that the attention of those interested 

Spray Pumps. _in cattle raising in South Africa is being drawn 
to the advantages of spraying cattle which are 


. infested with insects, especially ticks, concerning which he remarks 


that although many solutions and emulsions have been tried, for 
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killing insects on cattle, it is now admitted that the most successful 
mixture is water and kerosene oil which is applied on the cattle 
by means of a spray pump. There is an increasing demand for 
these spray pumps, especially among the smaller farmers, as it is a 
simpler and cheaper method of getting rid of insects on animals 
than dipping the cattle. 


To give manufacturers an idea of the improvement needed on 
any sprayer used in South Africa the Consul-General quotes from 
Mr. Lounsbury, the Cape Government Entomologist, as follows : 
‘‘The ideal pump for cattle spraying, to my mind, would be an 
apparatus capable of supplying two lines of hose, one on each 
side of the cattle race, with an unvarying percentage of oil in the 
mixture, and which would not easily get out of order in ordinary 
usage. No pump yet made fulfills these seemingly simple require- 
ments, but it is not too much to expect that material improvements 
on the best of the present pumps can and will be made, particularly 
if cattle spraying becomes common.”

The following particulars of the hat trade of Egypt are taken from 
the “ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of 

Hats. Commerce at Alexandria: — 
The value of the hats imported into Kgypt 
has increased considerably of recent years, the figures for 1905 
being £E 21,075, as compared with £E 8,772 in 1901. ‘his 
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increase ‘is due entirely to the staal of the foreign population, 
as the natives continue to wear the fez. The principal importing 
countries, in order of value, are France, the United Kingdom, 
Italy, Austria and Greece. 

Straw hats of all qualities, from the commonest to the best, 
constitute the chief item in the imports from France; boating 
and Panama shapes, and sailor hats for children being the most 
in demand. Peaked caps for children and cheap pith helmets are 
also imported from France; these latter are in great demand, 
more especially for the Soudan. French imports of hats increased 
from £EK 4,537 in 1901 to £E 9,317 in 1905. 

The imports from the United Kingdom amounted to £E 5,846 
in 1905, as compared with £E 2,989 in 1901, consisting mainly 
of straw and felt hats, especially the latter; both hard and soft 
felts are imported, of various shades and qualities. 

Italy was represented on this market with an import of £E 271 
in 1901, but it now holds third place, with £E 2,052. This 
success 1s due to the steady perseverance of Italian manufacturers, 
and to the fact that owing to the cheapness of labour in Italy they 
can produce their wares at a remarkably low price. Theysend a large 
number of light and elegant straw boating hats, with attractive 
linings and ribenda. which are retailed at a moderate cost. The 
majority of untrimmed straw shapes for ladies also come from 
Italy ; these are trimmed in the country by Egyptian milliners, 
who are steadily increasing in numbers, and who, it is said, for 
taste and deftness, are worthy to rank with the cleverest of their 
craft in France. Cheap felt hats and woollen caps are also sent 
from Italy. ‘The parcel post is largely used by Italian exporters, 
and this is much appreciated by their customers, who find their 
orders thus executed with economy and rapidity. 

Austria sends mainly fancy hats for women and children (value 
£E 1,807 in 1905), and Greece sends cheap straw hats and boys’ 
caps (value £K 1,379). 

Norte.——The value of the imports of untrimmed straw hats is not 
included in the figures given above, these hats being included 
under ‘‘ Straw Wares” in the Egyptian Trade Volume.

It will always be difficult 
for England to compete with Germany and Sweden for the delivery 
of engines, as the latter countries can deliver the engines on the 
frontier*, while the freight from England is expensive. 

All other rolling-stock, passenger carriages and vans are manu- 
factured in Denmark by the “Scandia” factory in Randers, which 
was started by an English engineer, and has since been sold to a 
limited company. 

Rails are supplied partly from England and partly from Ger- 
many. A few Belgian rails may have been imported exceptionally.

A with that country :— 

hohe ‘‘ Paraguay can increase her imports only by 
developing ‘her exports ; the growth of exports must of necessity 
be confined to the products of the field, the ranche, and the forest ; 
and the chief demand which the country can conceivably make for 
the products of the United States will be connected with the deve- 
lopment of these three classes of industries. There can be no 
question that the growth of population which has been witnessed 
in the last decade or two will continue for a long time to come. 
ae This increase of population will, in the main, accentuate 
the demand for two classes of foreign goods—cottons for the 
clothing of the people, and implements and tools for the develop- 
ment of their rural industries. 


Cottons, 
Implements and 
Tools, Corrugated 
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“In speaking of the various Paraguayan industries one must 
not be led into thinking of them as having any very close resem- 
blance to similar industries in older or more highly developed 
countries. There is nothing like large cultivation, and very little 
that can be called intensive cultivation. The agricultural products, 
with hardly any exceptions, are raised on small patches.of land, 
and with the use of only the simplest implements. Hoes, spades, 
machetes, and in some instances a one-share plough, are about the 
only implements demanded. Hoes and spades come mainly from 
England, and I am told that they are preferred to American 
because of their greater durability. The soil- being sandy, it is- 
said that the blades of the hoes and spades and the ploughshares. 
are worn away very rapidly. The machetes are also largely 
English, though German imitations, very much lighter and cheaper, 
have at times made serious inroads on the market. The natives. 
seem now, however, to have learned that extreme lightness and 
cheapness do not pay in the long run, and are returning to the use 
of the English implement. 

‘Qn the estancias, or cattle ranches, there is likewise relatively 
small demand for implements. The principal articles purchased 
abroad are wire for fencing (barbed or plain), corrugated aron for- 
covering the sheds and buildings, and, where running water is not 
available, windmills. 

‘‘ Corrugated galvanised iron sheets are mentioned as being in 
demand on the ranches of Paraguay, but their use is not by any 
means confined to the ranches or to Paraguay, for this is a com- 
modity the use of which is becoming widespread in. South 
America. From Pernambuco south to Buenos Ayres and beyond, 
one sees it put to a multitude of uses—for sheds, for roofing, and 
even siding of dwelling-houses, warehouses, railway stations, and 
factories ; for roofing and siding of freight cars, and for roofing of 
passenger, railway, and tram cars. In some of the smaller towns. 
of Argentina it is the sole covering of every house in town. In 
the hotter climates it is painted with specially prepared material 
to reduce the temperatures, which might make the use of such 
a covering impossible. 

“The hard-wood industry of Paraguay at present demands few 
foreign goods except axes and a few other simple implements, such 
as machetes. Some sawing into boards is done, but 
usually without the use of any modern appliances. Handsaws seem 
to be used for the most part, and where power is employed the 
machinery is of the simplest kind. Plans are, however, on foot 
for the establishment of several new and well-equipped mills im 
connexion with large timber concessions in the ‘ Chaco’ and else— 
where.”

PREVENTION OF CORRUPTION ACT, 1906. 


Cases of commissions being offered by certain foreign firms on 
orders secured in this country having been brought to the notice 
of the Board of Trade, the Board desire to draw attention to the 
“ Prevention of Corruption Act, 1906,” by the provisions of which 
the acceptance or agreement to accept by an agent, or the offer or 
agreement to offer to an agent, of anything in the nature of a 
secret commission is punishable on conviction by imprisonment, 
with cr without hard labour, for a term not exceeding two years, 
or to a tine not exceeding five hundred pounds, or to both 
imprisonment and such fine, or on summary conviction to im- 
prisonment, with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding 
four months, or to a fine not exceeding fifty pounds, or to both 
such imprisonment and such fine. 

The Act came into force on the Ist January, 1907. 
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SOAP TRADE OF ITALY. 

The following particulars of the soap trade of Italy are extracted 
from the “ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce at 
Milan :— 

According to the Italian custom house regulations soap is 
divided under three headings: common soap, scented soap, and 
glycerine soap. Under the first heading are included all the 
ordinary soaps for industrial and domestic purposes, provided that 
they are unscented and that the bars or tablets are cut or moulded 
with sharp corners. This point is most important, because the 
same quality of soap, which, with sharp corners, would pass as 
common, is dutiable as scented soap, if the corners are rounded. 
And as the duty leviable on scented soap is five times larger than 
that payable on common soap, the difference between the two 
charges is too large to be disregarded. 

The following are the duties payable :— 

Common soap... 2s. 10d. per cwt. (7 lire per 100 kilos.) 
Scented soap Shes Be. i ee " - ) 
Glycerine soap ll. 48. Sd. > % e ) 

Duty is leviable on the gross weight of common soap, on the 
legal net weight of scented soap, and on the real net weight of 
glycerine soap. 

The legal net weight, as contrasted with the real net weight, is 
found by deducting from every 100 kilos of gross weight the tare 
authorised for different products and packings. Jn the case of 
‘‘merchandise not otherwise specified” this reduction is 8 per 
cent. for goods imported in cases, &c. 

It shou!d be noted also that if boxes or any other packing 
materials are dutiable at a higher rate than the goods contained 
therein, such duty must be paid. 

Business in imported soap is mostly carried on on a small scale, 
as there are few large buyers but numerous small retailers. Such 
a clientéle requires the personal attention of a good agent to push 
the goods of the firm which he represents. 

There is a demand for a good quality of soap, which must be 
dry and free from silicates and carbonate of lime. The brand 
must be clearly marked. For industrial purposes bars of soap 
weighing about 10 lbs. each are preferred. 

Payment is usually made by bills at three months. 

The Italian, however, has a bad habit of allowing bills to return 
through sheer negligence to pay them at the appointed time and 
place. _This naturally produces a bad effect on foreigners 
accustomed to more business-like proceedings. 

Cases are often heard of in which merchants persist in protesting 
unaccepted and unpaid bills. In Italy this course is absolutely 
useless, as an unaccepted bill has no value in case of non-payment, 
and the law courts do not consider it in any way. To put the 
law in motion the bill must be accepted and must contain an 
exact indication of the debtor’s (acceptor’s) place of residence. 
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France leads the list of biipevtade of common soap into Italy- 
England stands second, closely followed by Germany. 

Germany heads the imports of scented soap, but the quantity is. 
not great. 

The importation of glycerine soap is unimportant, not being 
more than 100 quintals a year.

ORANGE TRADE OF VALENCIA. 


The following particulars of the orange trade of Valencia have 
been received from the Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy at 
Madrid (Mr. 8S. P. Cockerell) :-— 

Figures showing the distribution of the oranges exported from 
the whole of the orange-growing district of Spain indicate the 
growing participation of Germany in the trade, the port of 
Hamburg figuring in 1905-6 with the largest total of cases of any 
port. ‘Taken together, however, the English markets are still by 
far the most important. 

The general svstem adopted in the trade is for the growers to 
sell their crops to packers, who consign the {fruit to a broker or to 
&@ commission agent in one of the foreign markets. The grower 
expects to be paid immediately after the packer has picked the 
fruit, and the packer expects an advance from the beshet‘e agent. 
Packers reputed as solvent usually receive an open advance at the 
beginning of the season, and account is kept by the broker of the 
fruit shipped against it. In some cases money is only advanced 
against a definite consignment of fruit. 

Some growers, however, do their own packing, especially when 
low prices are offered by packers, as has been the case recently. 
The Growers’ Associations in Castellon, Almazora, and Moncofar 
adopt this system. 
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There is a variation of the advance business favoured largely by 
the Dutch and Beigian brokers. The firms in question are accus- 
tomed to purchase half the cases shipped by a packer at a fixed 
price f.o.b., and in addition give a moderate advance upon the 
remaining cases which are sold for account of the shipper. This 
practice is favoured by the several firms that control business in 
Antwerp, Amsterdam, and Rotterdam. 

There is little co-operation amongst brokers for protecting them- 
selves against insolvent packers, excepting in the case of the Liver- 
pool Brokers’ Association. 

There is no co-operation amongst shipping agents. For many 
years secret freight rebates have been made and the system has 
assumed such serious proportions that in the early part of 1906 
shipowners in the Valencia trade conferred together with a view to 
their abolition. [It should be said that in the case of certain lines 
this system of rebates does not obtain.] No decision was come to 
and the question has been taken up by the shipping agents in the 
Valencia trade. By refusing to grant any return on the freight 
stated in the bill of lading the system could be stopped probably 
with a resulting increase in freights. There would, however, have 
to be an elaborate organisation of existing interests. 

The question of exchange is a most serious one for all exporters, 
unless they are in a position to make their own prices on the 
foreign market when all they lose by a fall in exchange is the 
reduced consumption caused by the increased ste ling price. 
Oranges are almost the monopoly of Spain but in the fruit 
markets one fruit competes with another and an increase in 
the price of oranges would lead to their substitution by some 
other fruit. Indeed oranges have already telt severely the Jarge 
supplies of bananas to the United Kingdom. So the prices 
in £ sterling cannot be regulated to suit the exchange and 
its fall represents a loss to the Valencia trade. The growers 
have been slow to lower their prices and the brokers, in the 
hopes of forcing their hands, have hesitated to make advances 
to packers on the basis of previous years. If this attitude had 
been firmly maintained the growers would have been compelled to 
pack on their own account, or lower their prices to packers. But 
here again the lack of cohesion among the brokers has told 
its tale. 

It is, however, generally agreed that the growers have made 
handsome profits up to date. “They can therefore afford to reduce 
their prices and to lose the export bounty which was what the 
high exchange amounted to. 

The wood used for the orange packing-cases is pine, and that of 
home growth comes chiefly from north-west Spain and the Balearic 
Islands. ‘These sources of supply are showing signs of exhaustion, 
as is suggested by the gradual rise in prices.

AND RUSSIA FOR MUTUAL PROTECTION OF TRADE 
MARKS IN CHINA. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of information to the effect that an arrangement has been con- 
cluded between H. M. Government and the Russian Government, 
by means of an Exchange of notes between the British and 
Russian Ministers at Peking, providing for the mutual protection 

of British and Russian Trade Marks in China, 

In future, a British subject whose Trade Mark, duly registered 
in Russia, has been infringed by a Russian subject in China, will 
be able to obtain redress from the Russian Consular Tribunals ; 
and similarly it will be open to a Russian subject whose Trade 
Mark, duly registered in Great Britain, has been infringed by a 
British subject in China, to take proceedings against the latter in 
the British Court. Similar arrangements already exist between 
H.M. Government and the Governments of Denmark, France, 
Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, Portugal, and the United States 


of America. 





TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


DOMINION OF CANADA. 


The ‘‘ Canada Gazette” for 26th January last contains an Order-in- 
Council, dated 14th January, 1907, laying down 
Regulations to be observed, under the Animal 
Contagious Diseases Act of 1903, affecting the 
importation of live stock into the Dominion of

Canada. 
The present Regulations, which rescind those of 30th March, 


1904, provide that persons who desire to import animals from any 
part of the world (except the United States and Newfoundland) 
must first obtain from the Minister of Agriculture a permit stating 
the number and kind of animals to be imported, the country of 
origin and probable date of shipment, the port of embarkation and 
the port at which such animals are to be landed and the approxi- 
mate date of their arrival, the permit in question not to be available 
at any other Canadian port. 

Certificates of a qualified veterinarian and of the local authority 
are also required to the effect that contagious or infectious diseases 
have not existed in the district whence the animals were imported 
for a period of six months prior to their shipment. 

As regards the importation of animals from the United States 
and Newfoundland, statutory declarations are required from the 
owner or importer stating clearly the purpose for which such 
animals are imported (viz.: for breeding purposes, milk production,

whiskies,” without infringing the “Food and Drugs Act” of 
30th June, 1906. The Department expresses the opinion that 
the mixture in question cannot legally be labelled either “ blended 
whiskies ” or ‘‘ blended whisky.” The use of the plural of whisky 
is evidently improper in this connexion for the reason that there 
is only one whisky in the mixture. If neutral spirit, also known 
as Cologne spirit, silent spirit, or alcohol, be diluted with water to 
a proper proof for consumption and artificially coloured and 
artificially flavoured, it does not become a whisky, but a “ spurious 
imitation” thereof. The mixture of such an imitation with a 
genuine article cannot be regarded as a mixture of like substances 
within the letter and intent of the law. | 
A previous decision (Food Inspection Decision No. 44) points 
out that the decisions of the Department of Agriculture are not to 
be considered in the light of rules and regulations, and that there 
is no obligation to follow the lines indicated by decisions of the 
Department, such decisions being issued in an advisory rather 
ion a mandatory spirit. It is pointed out, however, that it is 
on the report of the Secretary of Agriculture that proeedings 
under the ‘“‘ Food and Drugs Act” are initiated.

SALVADOR-GUATEMALA—HONDURAS— 
COSTA RICA. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 

a translation of a General Treaty of Peace. 
sreaty of von, 7 riendship and Commerce between Salvador, 
Friendship and Guatemala, Honduras, and Costa Rica, which 

Commnares. was signed by Flenipotentiaries of the four 
Governments at San José, Costa Rica, on the 25th September, 
1906. 

The principal stipulations of the 'l'reaty respecting the commercial 
relations between the four Republics are :-— 

The interchange of natural or manufactured products between 
Salvador, Guatemala and Honduras, by sea or by the land frontiers, 
is, subject to the production of certificates of origin, to be free of 
all fiscal dues and will not be liable to local or municipal import 
taxes; the exemption extending also to the Salvadorian and 
Guatemalan export duties. Products manufactured in any one 
of these countries with raw materials of foreign origin are, however, 
excepted, and are to pay 00 per cent. of the ordinary import duties 

applicable, when they are imported into either of ‘the other two. 
Further, the general freedom from duties will not apply to 
(1) Salvadorian and Guatemalan salt and sugar, (2) articles which 
are at present or which may in future become monopolies for the 
benefit of the State in any of the contracting Republics, and 
(3) prohibited articles, and, generally, all articles which any two 
of the Governments concerned may agree to except. 

As regards the commercial relations between the three Republics 
mentioned above and Costa Rica, it is agreed, as a general principle, 
that free importation shall be limited for the present to those 
national products only which cannot be obtained in any of them 
in sufficient quantity for the requirements of consumption, such 
articles to be freely designated, as also the amount of each entitled 
to exemption in each year, by notes which the Governments con- 
cerned will address to one another during the preceding year. 

The merchant vessels of each of the four contracting countries

shall be regarded in the seas, coasts and ports of the other three as 
national vessels ; they shall enjoy the same exemptions, privileges 
and concessions as national vessels, and shall pay no other dues, 
and be subject to no other charges than those paid by and imposed 
upon national vessels. 

The Diplomatic and Consular Agents of the contracting Republics 
in foreign countries will give the same protection to the persons, 
ships and other property of the citizens of any one of them, as to 
the persons, ships and other property of their compatriots, without 
exacting for such services other or higher dues than the customary 
dues payabie by their countrymen. 

The Treaty also provides for arbitration by the Presidents of the 
United States of America, and the United States of Mexico in the 
case of any concrete difficulties that may arise between Salvador, 
Guatemala and Honduras; for the extradition of criminals; for 
the reciprocal recognition of professional degrees and judicial acts, 
etc. The provisions of the Treaty relating to commerce are to 
remain in force for a period of ten years from the date of the 
exchange of ratifications, and thereafter until one year after 
denunciation by one of the contracting Governments.

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


A memorandum has been issued by the Board of Trade relating to 
the carriage of dangerous goods and explosives 
in ships. 

The memorandum is issued for the guidance 
of Surveyors who have to deal with the shipment 
of dangerous goods on vessels leaving the United Kingdom, and 
supersedes the printed instructions on this matter which were 
issued in 1904. 

It contains the principal legal provisions bearing on the subject,

Port. pay double anchorage dues., Formerly a ship 
paid dues from the moment of her commencing to unload ; now 
she must pay dues from the moment of her arrival in harbour, 
such dues in either case covering the use of any harbour in Italy 
for 30 days. 

In normal circumstances a steamship paying her dues at Naples 
would complete her business there in ten days, then proceed to her 
next port and get away before the expiry of the thirty-day period. 
Complaint is made that, as a consequence of the congestion of the 
port of Naples, owing to the protection said to be afforded in Italian 
ports to the receivers, or local merchants, at the expense of the 
steamship owner, grain-ships are attracted there to serve as depdts 
for the receivers who, protected by the authorities, pay no demur- 
rage. Under the new order, a vessel may be detained in Naples 
forty or fifty days, and will have to pay her anchorage dues again 
on entering the next port, to say nothing of the loss sustained by 
delay in landing her cargo. 
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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CANADA, 


According to statistics published by the American Iron and Steel 
Association, the total production of pig iron 


p oo veal in Canada in 1906 amounted to 541,957 tons 
- gy 7 (of 2,240 Ibs.), as compared with 468,003 tons 
, in 1905, an increase of 73,954 tons, or over 


15 per cent. Of the total production in 1906, 525,716 tons 
were made with coke, 16,021 tons with charcoal, and 220 tons 
with electricity. 

The production of basic pig iron in 1906 amounted to 246,228 
tons, as compared with 172,102 tons in 1905, and the production 
of Bessemer pig iron to 165,609 tons, as compared with 149,203 tons. 
Basic pig iron was made in 1906 by three companies owning six 
furnaces and Bessemer pig iron by two companies owning three 
coke furnaces. The basic and Bessemer pig iron was all made 
with coke. Neither spiegeleisen nor ferro-manganese has been 

made in Canada since 1899. 

On 31st December, 1916, there were 15 completed blast furnaces. 
in Canada, of which eight were in blast and 7 were idle. Twelve 
of these usually use coke for fuel and three use charcoal. In 
addition one furnace to use coke was building, and three coke 
furnaces were partly erected on 31st December. Work on the 
partly erected furnaces was suspended, however, some time ago.

The classification, however, does not show the 
full- growth of the open-hearth process, since no inconsiderable 
part of the bessemer pig—which includes low phosphorous iron— 
is used in the acid open-hearth furnaces. 

The extraordinary growth of the iron production in the United 
States is shown by the fact that in 1906 it was very nearly three 
times as great as that of 1896, which was 8,623,127 tons. 
Consumption has grown quite as fast, for even with the great 
output of last year, it was necessary during the closing months of 
the year to import some iron to meet immediate requirements. 


The Board of we — received a copy of a report by Mr. W. 
riffith, mining engineer and geologist, on the 
bar eee Matanuska coal field, Alaska, situated in the 
Alaska ‘ valley of the Matanuska River, between 30 and 
’ 50 miles eastward of the main line of the 
Alaska Central Railway. The coal field is only partially explored, 
but is believed to occupy 160 square miles or more, and would 
seem to warrant the extension of a branch railway for its develop- 
ment. The demand for coal in Alaska is rapidly increasing, owing 
to the introduction of new railways and manufacturing and mining 
industries requiring the constant use of fuel. : 
The coal is particularly well adapted for blacksmith use, and the 
probable demand for this purpose is estimated at about 25,000 tons 
annually. An excellent market is also anticipated for the supply 
of coal to the United States Navy. The demand for coke is 
rapidly increasing, and by the time thé mines are opened and 
coking plants installed it is believed that the market for coke 
would require from 25,000 to 50,000 tons of coal annually. 
Altogether it is anticipated that the aggregate demand for coal 
would amount to at least 300,000 tons annually, and during the 
next few years should rapidly increase.

CAPE COLONY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 249 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 3lst January, relating to 
Government inspection of Cape fruit intended 
for export, the ‘‘Cape of Good Hope Govern- 
ment Gazette ” publishes amended regulations, 
which are to replace those referred to in the previous notification. 
The object in amending the conditions originally framed is to 
extend the Government brand to all good, sound fruit, not of 
small size.

Consignments of fruit intended for shipment under this scheme 
will be received from farmers and others at all stations and sidings 
between Laingsburg and Cape ‘Town, and forwarded to Cape ‘Town 
Docks subject to certain conditions set forth in the memorandum. 

All fruit consigned in accordance with the terms of this scheme 
will be examined by the Government fruit inspector before being 
forwarded to England, and the inspector may, in the exercise of 
his discretion, wholly reject packages or consignments, the character 
of which might be regarded as detrimental to the standing of Cape 
fruit in British or Continental markets.

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The Agent-General in London will be advised by cable, in 
accordance with a pre-arranged code, of the quantities and general 
description of the fruit being forwarded, which will, immediately 
on arrival at Southampton, be taken in charge by the Trade Com- 
missioner of the Cape Government in London. The latter will 
receive all fruit consigned under this scheme and distribute it to 
the trade with whom he will be in communication during the 
period intervening between the receipt of the advisory cable and 
the fruit itself. 





SOUTHERN NIGERIA. 


The ‘‘ Southern Nigeria Government Gazette” publishes the text 
of the address delivered by His Excellency the 


oe Governor when presenting to the Legislative 
ee Council the estimates for the year 1907, in the 
Cultivation. 


course of which he remarked :— 

‘“ Agriculture for the purpose. of export of produce is of recent 
growth in Lagos andthe efforts of our farmers are at present 
centred upon cocoa, maize and cotton and in all three they have 
been very successful. The exports of 1906 are expected to exceed 
80,0007 in value and to double those of the previous year. It is in 
cotton that we are now beginning to have the greatest hope for 
the future of the interior, and the development in this product we 
owe to the efforts of the British Cotton Growing Association. 
The value of cotton and cotton seed exported this year (1906) 
exceeds 40,000/ and is nearly as great as that of all other 
cultivated products. The Cotton Association encouraged by this 
success are putting up new ginneries and increasing the ginning 
capacity of their establishment to 17,000 bales in 1907 against 
8,000 in the present year.” 





FRANCE—ALGERIA. 


‘The “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce ” (Paris) publishes the 
Cotton following note by the French Commerctal 
Cultivation Adviser at Felix-Faure, on the subject of the 
progress of cotton cultivation in Algeria :— 

The effect of the poor sales of Algerian wines has been to direct 
the attention of Algerian cultivators to the growing of cotton. 
Under the initiative of M. Dufétre, a member of the French Cotton 
Growing Association, numerous small trials have been made with 
Egyptian cotton with excellent results. A certain hectare of cotton 
planted near Orléansville is said to have yielded 2,100 kilogs. of 
raw cotton. ‘Trials have also been made at Bone and near Algiers, 
in the Mitidja Plain, where a planter, satisfied with his last year’s 
experience, proposes to plant 50 hectares of cotton. New experi-

carried on without recourse to irrigation. M. Dufétre is offering 
prizes, distributing seed and fertiliser, and setting out the methods 
of cultivation.

If cultivation 
develops in the Mitidja and Issers Plains, as it will doubtless do, 
other machines will be set up at Algiers.

BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
78, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the prgducts, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—T'he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—Tor the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘T'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., Kc. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1908. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
{India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
